Asylum Gardeners Tell Eloquent Tales 


of Good In Youngsters Gathered 


In a City's By-Ways. 


Special to the Democrat 


New York, June SO.—This is the 
season of the year when several hun­ 
dred former street boys are studying 
farming on the hillsides at Dobbs Fer- 
rj. 
Before they were placed under 
the care of the New York Juvenile 
asylum, some of these young farmers 
had never seen a garden or smelt the 
fragrance of growing flowers. 
The 
pavements and th*> noisome yards of 
- ^nement houses had been their only 
playground. For this reason, there is 
an especial interest to sociologists in 
the way in which these youngsters 
take io co u n try 
life. 
Their love of 
Held and garden is hailed as an evi- 


session of the day 
the 
tables are 
turned. 
Last fall the boys trimmed and 
wrapped the trees which they had set 
out themselves in the spring to mark 
the avenues of the children’s village. 
They keep the ornamental part of the 
grounds in fit shape, and when they 
undertake to till the soil they have 
gained some idea of neatness in land­ 
scape, which tells in tbe clean cut 
ranks of the vegetables when they 
spring up, and in 
the 
absence of 
weeds. The young farmers take pride 
in seeing how the crops are “ coming 
along,” and predict when the first 
fruits may be picked. 
Watching the 
sturdy, brown-faced lads, it Is hard 
to realize, that less than a year ago 
many of them were numbered among 
the waffs and strays of the great city. 
New light on the character of the 
asylum boys is given by a visit to 
the individual gardens, in which each 
boy’s ideas and preferences as wel 
as plants crop up. 
There are two 
hundred of these gardens scattered 
in colonies upon the unused land, as 
near as possible to the cottages in 
which their owners live.

the world’s work, w'rites J. D. Keeler 
in Good Housekeeping. 
The parent or guardian sends the 
lad to the farm home, much as he 
might send him to a relative, and for 
the personal care and instruction that 
he is to receive from one who is an 
unrelated stranger he pay s a premium 
or bonus of $500 to $1,000 per annum. 
I have personally known several of 
these lads and all were glad of their 
ex perience and training. 
In a modified form, it seems to me 
that after references have been ex ­ 
changed 
and 
monetary 
conditions 
agreed upon, lads should be received 
on the basis of being one of the fam­ 
ily , not as guests, or as summer visit­ 
ors, but to come and take their share 
of work and play , sunshine and shad­ 
ow. The less government the lad has 
the better, ex cept that he shall be­ 
have as a gentleman’s son should. 
In the right kind of farm home, and 
the lad coming willingly , he should 
be welcomed, his creature cgmforts 
cared for, then left alone so far as 
supervision is concerned. If he is the 
right sort he will soon fit into his 
place in the family . 
He should have 
stout shoes and rough clothing. 
One summer, when our boy s were 
y oung, we had three y oung lads vis­ 
iting them, coming from cities and 
towns. We bought material and made 
overall garments, all alike, trimmed 
tastefully , and oroad brimmed straw 
hats, all alike, with the name of the 
farm on the hat. bands.

A Subterranean Water Way a Won­ 
derful Engineering Feat. 


The Gunnison tunnel in Colorado 
the great subterianean water way 
which is to carry a large v olume of 
water from Gunnison riv er for a dis 
tance of six miles under Vernal Mesa, 
a mountain 2,000 feet high, is one of 
the spectacular engineering works of 
the reclamation serv ice, say s the Los 
Angeles Times. 
At the Gunnison end the portal is 
at the bottom of the profound cany on 
which 
stream has cut through 
the grjpraite mountain. 
Before 
con 
struction was commenced it was nec 
essary for the engineers to build a 
wagon road with £* 15 per cent grade 
into the cany on in order to bring in 
the necessary machinery . 
On J anuary 11, 19 05, the work of 
ex cav ating the tunnel 
was 
begun 
simultaneously at three openings, and 
has since proceeded night and day 
without material cessation 
On the 
first day of J une 12,454 fee 
>f tun 
nel had been ex cav ated, and tfe> work 
is now going forward at the rate of 
1.300 ffet a month. 
The dimensions of the tunnel are 
lO ^ x llH feet. It will he lined through 
out with cement, and its capacity is 
1,500 second-feet. When completed it 
will carry enough water to prov ide for 
the irrigation of 135,000 acres of land, 
only a small part of which is today 
under partial cultiv ation. 
The cost 
of the entire project including the 
tunnel, ^canals and distributing sy s­ 
tem, will be 4V> 
million dollars or 
about $33 per acre for the land water« 
ed.

Among the b lessings which 
the 
Christian nations are at this time ab le 
—and in duty b ound—to carry to the 
rest of the world, I may mention five: 
education, knowledge of the science 
of government, arb itration as a sub ­ 
stitute for war, appreciation of the 
dignity of lab or and a high conception 
of life. 
Education comes first, and in noth­ 
ing have the United States and Eng­ 
land b een more clearly helpful than 
in the advocacy of universal educa­ 
tion. 
If the designs of God are dis­ 
closed b y His handiwork, then the 
creation of the human mind is in­ 
dub itab le proof that 
the 
Almighty 
never intended that learning should 
b e monopolized b y à few, and he ar­ 
rays himself i ^ ln s t the plans of Je­ 
hovah, who would deny intellectual 
training to any part of the human 
race. 
It is a false civilization, not a 
true one, that countenances the per­ 
manent separation of society into trno 
distinct classes, the one encouraged 
to Improve the mind and the other 
condemned to hopeless ignorance. 
Equally false Is that conception of 
international 
politics 
which 
would 
make the prosperity of one nation de­ 
pend upon the exploitation of anoth­ 
er. 
While no one 
is 
far 
sighted 
enough to estimate wnth accuracy the 
remote, or even the immediate, con­ 
sequences of human action, yet as we 
cai| rely upon the principle that each 
Individual profits rather than loses 
b y the progress and prosperity of his 
neighb ors, so we cannot doub t that 
it is to the advantage of each nation 
that every other nation shall make 
the largest possib le use of its own 
resources and the capab ilities of its 
people. 
i 
No one questions that Japan’s in­ 
fluence has b een a b eneficent one since 
she has emerged from illiteracy and 
endowed 
her 
people 
with 
pub lic 
schools open to all her b oys and girls. 
The transition from a position of ob ­ 
scurity into 
a world 
power 
was 
scarcely more rapid than her transi­ 
tion from a menace into an ally. Chi­ 
na Is entering upon a similar ex­ 
perience and I am confident that her 
era of reform will make her, not a 
yellow peril b ut a powerful co-lab orer 
in the 
international 
vineyard. 
In 
India, in the Philippines, in Egypt and 
even in Turkey statistics show a grad­ 
ual extension of education, and I trust 
I will b e pardoned If I say that neith­ 
er the armies, nor the navies, nor yet 
the commerce o ( our nations, have 
given us so just a claim to the grati­ 
tude of the people of Asia as have our 
school teachers, sent, many of them, 
b y private rather than b y 
pub lic 
funds. 
The English language has b ecome 
the vehicle for the conveyance of gov­ 
ernmental truth even more than for 
the spread of general information, for 
b eginning with Magna Charter and 
continuing through the era of 
the 
American revolution and the Decla­ 
ration of Independence down to the 
present,’ no language has 
b een 
so 
much employed fe»* the propogation 
Ol that theory of government w'hlch 
traces governmental authority to the 
consent of the governed. 
Our own nation presents the most 
illustrious example known to history 
of a great population working out its 


IS 
dynamic power of righteousness 
infidelity to truth itself. 
That nation which is unwilling to 
trust its cause to the universal con­ 
science or which shrinks from the 
presentation of its claims b efore a 
trib unal where reason holds sway, b e­ 
trays a lack of faith in the soimdnes« 
of its position. 
Our country haS reason to congratu­ 
late itself upon the success of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt in hastening peace b e­ 
tween Russia and Japan. 
Through 
him our nation won a moral victory, 
more glorious than a victory of war. 
King Edward has also shown himself 
a promotor of arb itration, and a large 
numb er of memb ers of parliament are 
enlisted in the same work. It means 
much that two great English-speak­ 
ing nations are thus arrayed on the 
side of peace. 
I venture to suggest that the world’s 
peace would b e greatly promoted b y an 
agreement among the leading nations 
that no declaration of war should b e 
made 
until 
the sub mission of the 
question in controversy to an impar­ 
tial court for Investigation, each na­ 
tion reserving the right to accept or 
reject the decision. 
The preliminary 
investigation would in almost every 
instance^ Insure an amicab le settle­ 
ment and the reserved rights would 
b e a sufficient protection against any 
possib le, injustice. 
Let me go a step farther and appeal 
for a clearer recognition of the dig­ 
nity of lab or. The odium which rests 
upon the work of th© hand has ex­ 
erted a b aneful influence the world 
around. 
The theory that Idleness is 
more honorab le than toil—that it is 
more i espectab le to consume 
what 
'dihers have produced than to b e a 
producer of wealth—has not only rob ­ 
b ed society of an enormous sum, b ut 
it has created an almost impassib le 
gulf b etween the leisure classes and 
those who support them. 
Tolstoy is right in asserting that 
most of the perplexing prob lems of 
society grew out of the lack of sym­ 
pathy b eiv een man and man. Because 
some^ imagine themselves ab ove work 
w’hile others see b efore them notTiing 
b ut a life of drudgery, there is con 
stant warring and much of b itterness. 
When men and women b ecome asham- 
d of doing nothing and strive to give 
eci 
to society full compensation for all 
they receive from society there will 
b e harmony b etween the classes. 
While Europe and America have ad 
vancel far b eyond the Orient in plac 
ing a proper estimate upon those who 
work, even our nations have not yet 
fully learned the lesson that employ­ 
ment at some useful avocation is es 
sential to the physical health, intel­ 
lectual 
development 
and 
moral 
growth. 
If America and England 
are 
to 
meet the requirements of their high 
positions they must b e prepared te 
present in the lives of their citizcnr 
examples, increasing in numb er, of 
men and women who find delight in 
contrib uting to the welfare of their 
fellow's, and this cught not to b e dif­ 
ficult, for every department of human 
activity has a fascination of its own 
The agricultural colleges and indus­ 
trial schools which have sprung up in 
so many localities are evidence that a 
higher ideal is spieading 
a n o n g 
the 
people. 
And now we come to the most im­ 
portant need of the Orient-—a con­ 
ception of life which recognizes indi­ 
vidual responsib ility to God, teaches 
the b rotherhood of man and measures 
greatness b y the service rendered. 
The first estab lishes % rational re- 


J latlon b etween thj creature and his 
] Creator, the second lays the founda- 
I tion fo‘- justice b eiw'een man and b is 
fellows and the third furnish?s an 
amb ition large enough to fill each life 
with nob le effort. 
No service wiiich 
we can render to the less favore! 
nations can compare in value to this 
service, for if w’e can b ut b ring their 
people to accept such an ideal tiu y 
will rival the Occident in their c.m 
trib utioii to civilization. 
If this ideal—which must b e ac­ 
cepted as the true one if our relig­ 
ion is true—had I een more perfectly 
illustrated in the lives of Christians 
and in the conduct of Christian na­ 
tions there would now b e less of the 
“White Man’s Burden.” 
If it is legitimate to “seek anoth­ 
er's profit” and ‘ to w'ork another’s 
gain.” how can this service b est b e 
rendered? 
This has b een the dis­ 
puted point. 
Individuals and nations 
have differed less ab out the purpose 
to b e accomplished than ab out the 
methods to 
he 
employed. Persecu­ 
tions have b een carried on avowedly 
for the b enefit of 
the 
persecuted, 
wars have b een waged for the alleged 
improvement of those attacked and 
still more frenquently philanthropy 
has b een adulterated with selfish in­ 
terest. 
If the superior nations have 
a mission it is not to wound b ut to 
heal—not to cast down b ut to lift up, 
and the means must b e example—a 
far 
more 
powerful 
and 
enduring 
means than violence. 
Example may b e likened to the sun 
whose genial rays constanly coax the 
b uried seeds into life and clothe the 
earth, first with verdure and after­ 
ward with ripened grain, while vio­ 
lence is the occasional tempest which 
can ruin b ut cannot give life. 
Can we doub t the efficacy of ex­ 
ample in the light of history ? 
There 
has b een a great increase in educa­ 
tion during the last century and the 
school houses have not b een opened 
b y the b ayonet, they owe their exist­ 
ence largely to the moral influence 
which neighb oring nations exert upon 
each other. 
And the spread of pop­ 
ular government during 
the 
same 
period, how rapid! 
Constitution after 
constitution has b een adopted and lim­ 
itation after limitation has b een plac­ 
ed upon arb itrary power until Russia, 
yielding to pub lic opinion, estab lishes 
a legislative b odv and China sends 
commissions ab road with a view to 
Inviting the people to share the re­ 
sponsib ilities of government. 
While in America and in 
Europe 
there is much to b e corrected and 
ab undant room for improvement there 
has never b een so much* altruism In 
the world as there is today—never so 
many who acknowledge the indissolu­ 
b le tie that b inds each to every other 
memb er of the race. 
I have left more pride In my own 
countrymen ihan ever b efore as I 
have visited the circuit of 
schools, 
hospitals and churches which Ameri­ 
can money has b uilt around the world. 
The example of the Christian nations, 
though b ut feeb ly reflecting the light 
of the Master, is gradually reform­ 
ing society. 
On the walls of the temple of Kar- 
nak an acient artist carved a picture 
of an Egyptian king, he is represent­ 
ed as holding a group of captives b y 
the hair—one hand raising a club as 
if to strike them. 
No king would b e 
willing to confess himself so cruel 
today. 
In some of the capitals 
of 
Europe there are monuments b uilt j 
from, or ornamented with, 
cannon 
taken in war; that form of b oasting 
Is still tolerated, tut let us hope that 
it will in time give way to some em­ 
b lem of victory which will simplify 
helpfulness rather than slaughter.

There is a man in Chicago who is 
trying to work up a scheme for mak­ 
ing money out of cats, says the Chi­ 
cago News. 
“There are 50,009 stray cats in Chi­ 
cago,^ he says, “that are of no benefit 
to any one. 
They make night hid­ 
eous. 
They scratch and bite small 
children. 
They are hated and pelted 
with coal and bootjacks. 
I can rid 
Chicago of a nuisance 
and 
make 
money out of them ” 
He has $1,000. 
He is looking for a 
man with more capital and a good 
head for managing a cat island. His 
scheme is this: 
Up in the northern part of Lake 
Michigan is a little island, four miles 
long and one mile wide. He proposes 
to erect there extensive sheds. There 
is plenty of vegetation and there are 
no animal 
inhabitants. 
When 
the 
buildings are up he will have cat 
catchers go to work in Chicago and 
capture the 50,000 cats. 
Their pelts 
are worth 15 cents each. 
He will put them on the island and 
buy up dead horses and old meat 
from the stock yards and have it 
dumped there from time to time. The 
cats will be left for four years, eat­ 
ing this food and growing wild. This 
will make their fur more valuable. 
Then a cat abattoir will be created. 
They will have propagated and multi­ 
plied and 50,000 cats can be killed a 
year, their skins worth from 15 to 25 
cents each, netting the proprietors of 
this unique industry $10,000 a year.

Twenty-Seven Killed In Acci­ 
dent In England. 


TWENTY-THREE AMERICANS. 


The Train Was Running at a Speed 
of Seventy-Four Mile» An Hour 
When It Occurred. 


London, July 2.—Passengers by the 
American line steamer New York who 
left Plymouth by a special train Sat­ 
urday midnight were the victims of 
one of the most deadly disasters in 
English railway history at Salisbury 
two hours later, when the locomotive 
jumped the rails and dashed first into 
a milk train on a siding and then 
against the girders of a bridge. 
fh e whole train was literally de­ 
molished. 
Out of forty-two passen­ 
gers, twenty-three were killed and ten 
injured. 
Only nine escaped. 
Four 
railway employes 
were among

killed. 
All of the dead and injured lived 
east of the Mississippi river.

can also be secured in paying quanti­ 
ties.

out the cotton growing districts of the 
South. 
The establishment of these 
mills for the manufacture of paper 
from cotton stalks will develop a new 
industry of enormous proportions and 
institute the utilization of a wasce 
product which at the present time has 
comparatively little or no value.

A mo del co lo ny fo r lepers has been 
established o n o ne o f the small isl­ 
ands o f the Philippines, say s the Ma­ 
nila Times. 
Strangely eno ugh, the 
lepers o f Culio n will hav e the distinc­ 
tio n o f o ccu py ing the o nly mo del up- 
to -date to wn in the archipelago , and 
the United States in the Philippines 
will pro v ide the v ictims o f “the liv ­ 
ing death” with ev ery co mfo rt po ssi­ 
ble. 
Acco rding to the recent 
canv ass 
made o f the Philippine islands there 
are abo u t 4,000 lepers in the achipel- 
ago . 
Estimating that it wo uld co st 
the go v ernment twentv -flv e cents a 
day to care fo r lepers the annu al co st 
o f maintaining the 
entire 
nu mber 
wo uld be mo re than $360,000 a y ear. 
Abo u t 15 0 co ttages hav e been erect­ 
ed in Culio n, which, co u nting fo u r 
perso ns to a co ttage, will acco mmo ­ 
date 600 patients. 
Other 
co ttages 
will be bu ilt as fast as fu nds are av ail­ 
able. When v acancies are created by 
deaths o ther lepers will be sent to 
the co lo ny fro m The v ario u s islands. 
The o bject o f the go v ernment in 
the establishment o f the co lo ny is to 
rid the islands o ne at a time o f lepers. 
When o ne island is clean ano ther will 
be dealt with, an j thu s it is ho ped 
gradu ally to stamp o ut lepro sy fro m 
the islands. 
Culicn has an up-to -date sewer and 
water sy stem. 
It is o ne o f the mo st 
fertile islands o f the archipelago , so 
that tho se who are able can help to 
lo wer the ex pense o f maintenance. 
The island is adapted 
to 
cattle 
raising. 
Animals are no t liable to 
lepro sy . 
Co nsequ ently the plan is to 
raise cattle fo r the market and in 
this way , if po ssible, make the co lo ny 
self-su staining. 
Culio n will hav e its Father Damien 
in the perso n o f Father Valles, who 
has v o lu nteered to dev o te his life to 
wo rk in the co lo ny . 
Sev eral Sisters 
o f Charity hav e also co nsecrated their 
liv es to the attempt to reliev e the 
co nditio n o f the lepers. 
The co lo ny o pened with 600 affict- 
ed perso ns. 
The nu mber will be in 
creased as rapidly as po ssible. 


Mo thers kno w that the new-bo rn 
infant mu st sleep abo u t twenty -fo u r 
ho u rs and that this amo u nt is so 
slo wly lessened that the child still de­ 
mands twelv e ho u rs when it is abo u t 
twelv e y ears o ld, say s American Medi­ 
cine. 
It is qu ite likely that the no r­ 
mal amo u nt is no t redu ced to ten 
ho u rs u ntil abo u t eighteen y ears o f 
age o r perhaps u ntil 21 y ears. 
Nine 
ho u rs may be requ ired u ntil 
well 
alo ng in y ears. 
To let bo y s o f 
14 sit up u ntil 10 
o ’clo ck and then ro u t them o u t at 6 
is no thing sho rt o f criminal, bu t it is 
a lo ng established cu sto m. Lo wer an­ 
imals can be qu ickly killed by depriv ­ 
ing them o f sleep—the bo y is no t 
killed, bu t perhaps he is so ex hau st­ 
ed that he lo ses resistance to dis­ 
ease. 
Medical stu dents 
no t 
infre­ 
qu ently make the same mistake, fo r­ 
getting that a tired brain nev er ab­ 
so rbs any thing. The midnight o il fre­ 
qu ently represents wasted time and 
mo ney and the stu dent sleeps du ring 
the nex t day ’s lectu res, 
when 
he 
sho u ld be wide awake. 
A go o d test 
o f ex hau stio n is the tendency to sleep 
du ring a dry lectu re—and this is no 
jo ke. 
Ex perience has spro v ed that tho se 
who retire in time to sleep at least 
nine ho u rs, ami o ccasio nally ten, get 
far mo re o u t o f their co u rse than the 
“grinds.” 
So me o f the best habitu al­ 
ly take ten ho u rs. 
Theo retically 
a 
stu dent sho uld be as fresh at the end 
o f the term as at the beginning—the 
v acatio n is fo r ano ther pu rpo se than 
sleep. 
The who le su bject, tho u gh 
v ery o ld, is so new to the lay men who 
do the damage to scho o lbo y s, particu ­ 
larly in bo arding scho o ls, that there 
is u rgent need o f wider pu blicity and 
much discu ssio n fo r enlightenment. 
No t o nly will pro per 
sleep 
permit 
mo re to be gained fo r less effo rt, but 
it will prev ent the ex hau stio ns whi-'h 
so frequ ently fo llo w scho o l co u rses. 
Phy sicians might 
teach 
mo thers 
that it is harmfu l to waken children 
o f any age—they sho uld awaken 
in 
the mo rning natu rally . If they are 
no t o n time fo r scho o l they 
do no t re­ 
tire early eno ugh. If they are sleepy 
heads it is either the fau lt o f the 
parent o r the resu lts o f o cu lar de­ 
fects. 
There is mu ch co mment upo n 
the large nu mber o f midshipmen who 
fail at the nav al academy in a co u rse 
no t wo rse than in many co lleges.

In World’s Work, French Strother 
describes the influ ences that bear o n 
Niagara falls and threaten their de­ 
stru ction. 
From this article, “Shall 
Niagara Be Sav ed?” the following quo ­ 
tation is taken: 
“ Thus we swing the 
complete circle of interests that are 
centered arou nd the incident of Niag­ 
ara falls. 
The same interests control 
the railroads, the electrical 
su pplies 
companies, and the power companies. 
And in the midst of this gigantic com­ 
mu nity of financial interests, whose 
operations are already of momentu m 
su fficient u ltimately to tax the power- 
produ cing capacity of Niagara, stand 
the falls—not as a magnificent monu ­ 
ment to the pride of the United States 
in a glory of natu re, bu t as the 168- 
foot drop of 224,000 cu bic feet of water 
per second, transmu table into 5,000,- 
000 electrical horsepower for the u ses 
of an indu strial monopoly . 
That we, 
as a people, hav e giv en ou r share of 
the necessary permission is to ou r 
shame.

The care of the hair at the sea­ 
side is a very important point and 
one which should never b e overlook­ 
ed, says the Philadelpliia Record.

ceive a generous amount of attention 
when b athing is indulged In. 
Every 
morning the hair should b e 
parted 
down the center ab ove the forehead 
and each portion given twenty b rush 
strokes on either side, the same pro­ 
cedure b eing repeated with regard to 
the b ack hair, while the 
operation 
should conclude with as many steady 
strokes in a 
transverse 
direction, 
b rushing the hair tack from the ears. 
Nothing is more difficult than to 
avoid wetting the hair when b athing, 
hut if it has b ecome saturated with 
salt a well-b eaten egg is a capital 
cleaner. 
Even when a b athing cap 
is worn the hair ab ove the nape of 
the neck and b ehind the ears fre­ 
quently gets wet, and Instead of wash­ 
ing tho whole scalp the dry 
plait 
should b e secured with a hairpin at 
the top of the head and the damp por­ 
tion sponged with a solution made of 
an ounce of b orax to a pint of warm 
water, remedy which will entirely ob ­ 
viate the stickiness which is the usual 
effect salt water has on the hair.
